above the garage.

Although no actual account of 


the explosion itself could be ob- 
tained, it was believed that fumes 
leaking from a gasoline truck 
that was being emptied into the 
1,000 gallon underground tank o£ 
the garage were ignited when they 
drifted to a blacksmith shop next 
door and set fire to' the truck 
•when the sheet of flama flashed 
back to it. 


Investigating officials lost their 


last hope for an eye witness ac- 
count of the accident when Harry 
Jessup, ?3, died in Mercy hospital 
this morning 
He -was the ninth 


victim to succumb after writhing 
in horrible agony since running 
black with burns from the garage 
entrance. 


The victims, three of them 


small children, were trapped by a 
fleroa •b«et of flam* that twejrt 
the three ftory bnlMlag tovvtog 
the garage and singed houses in 
a radius of 200 yards. 


None of those close enough to 


have known what caused the ex- 
plosion have lived to tell their 
story, and 
officials today had 


roped off the scene of the blast to 
enable them to make a thorough 
investigation of its cause. 


The explosion came late yester- 


day afternoon Just before street 
cars carrying homeward bound of- 
fice worker! were passing the 
garage.

JOY AND WOBK 


It is paradoxical that Labor Day should be cele- 


brated by a cessation of all labor. The reason for the 
seeming inconsistency probably lies in the fact that 
it is a holiday for the laborer, it is labor's day and to 
many laborers the ideal celebration is the cessation of 
work. It arises from a common misconception of 
work which is thought of as a disagreeable job to be 
gotten through with in contrast to play which is the 
pleasure and joy of life. Work, however, is the ac- 
complishing of something and in that accomplish- 
ment many derive more joy and pleasure than do 
others who continually play. People who enjoy their 
work have a pleasure which no pleasure-seeker knows. 
He workman so fortunately situated that he finds 
pleasure in his work has the satisfaction of rendering 
a service. He frequently is motivated by a deep love 
for Ms fellows and works diligently to serve" their 
needs in whatever way he has found most suited to 
him. Such a workman also often finds satisfaction 
in the work itself. If he is engaged in shaping a me- 
chanical device, in turning out a finely tempered 
piece of steel there is a joy in succeeding, in seeing 
his piece of ste^el proved and found perfect, in seeing 
his machine work and lighten the drudgery of some- 
one, and if he is a carpenter he experiences a keen 
pleasure in constructing a good piece of work. All 
such workmen like their work, work to them is not 
drudgery, and many of them are as happy at their 
work as they are at play. 


Contrary to such men and women are those who 


greedily and nervously accumulate in anticipation of 
the time when they will have enough stored up to 
stop working. That is their ambition. Their days 
are planned with the idea in mind of sometime being 
free from their work, of working hard today, working 
overtime and accumulating in order that sometime 
they will be free from work. The ugly disappoint- 
ment in that sort of a life is that sometimes death 
overtakes them before they reach their goal and they 
have never known joy or else, a situation fully as bit- 
ter, they find when they reach their goal and are free 
from a daily task, that they aren't as happy as they 
anticipated through all the long grilling, 'drudging 
years they would be. 


Work in order that we may not have to work any 


more! How that philosophy robs each day of its 
joy! Work because we love the work we are doing! 
A joy in our work makes every day as pleasurable as 
a holiday. What would you like to do in the world, 
in what way would you like to serve? That is the 
question and if the answer is "nothing" the man who 
says it is not a friend of his fellow men. He serves 
best who loves best. Happy is the man whose ac- 
cumulation from labor enables him to engage in a 
work which he enjoys and in which he renders a ser- 
vice to his fellow man. That man knows happiness 
early in life. He doesn't have to wait until he is 
ready to fall into the grave to cease work, only to find 
that the pleasure in doing nothing which he has an- 
ticipated all Ms life, is a mirage. 


After all the only satisfaction to be derived from 


wealth is the increased power wMch it gives a man 
or woman over Ms actions. A man of means, even 
moderate means, is free to select the kind of work 
wMch he wishes to do in the world. Money enables 
a man to adjust himself to Ms job. The accumulation 
of money eliminates a misfit, because if a man is sen- 
sible when he accumulates a little money, he frees 
himself from the shackles of a disagreeable job and 
finds the job that he likes. He would be utterly foolish 
were he to continue at Ms disagreeable job day after 
day, year after year in order that late in life he should 
be free from all labor. Better far for himself and his 
fellow men to find a job which they could enjoy. Work 
should be an expression of joy. With a disposition 
to make it so, we can make it a joy for ourselves and 
the people we work with and work for.

Balance Between Agricultural 
and Industrial Commodities as 
Benefit to All. 
BABSON PARK, Mass., Aug. 


30—"\Ve can never have any pro- 
longed period of prosperity in th's 
country 
unless 
all 
important 


groups have fair purchasing power 
and the disposition to use it," ac- 
cording to Roger W. Babson, the 
statistician, who today gave his 
Jnterpretatlon of the ultimate ef- 
fect of the recent rise in farm 
prices, 


"It Industrial conditions are 


good, work plentiful, and wages 
high in the large cities, many 
think this to be the basis of real 
prosperity; but such is not the 
case unless the agricultural sec- 
tions are also prosperous 
If the 


crops are good, la-id values in- 
creasing, and gram prices high, 
many think that prosperity is as- 
sured; but this is not true unless 
city wage workers are prosperous 
also. 
It is impossible for the 


country to be prosperous without 
both the industrial and agricul- 
tural groups happy- 
One is the 


hatchet and the other the handle; 
one is the lock and the other the 
key; one group cannot maintain 
the present standard of living 
without the other group enjoying 
it likewise. 
Moreover, both are 


like a team of horses- The speed 
of the team is determined by the 
slower horse. When either farm 
prices are abnormally low, com- 
pared with city wages, or when a 
period of industrial unemploy- 
ment 
exists 
with 
satisfactory 


farming conditions, there is a 
brake on prosperity. 
This in- 


equality has been one trouble 
with the situation during the past 
two years and is one reason why 
I -Ras so bearish a year ago -when 
everyone else was optimistic. Any 
real prosperity must be founded 
on aa active demand and adequate 
purchasing power on the part of 
all large groups. 


"It is in the light of this econo-- 


mic principle that the recent rise 
in farm prices is most significant 
and hopeful. 
Beginning in 1913 


we had a fair adjustment between j 
agricultural and industrial prices 
Farm prices rose rapidly and for 
the greater part of the war they 
maintained a level above that of 
industrial commodities. By June

vision of the United States Army 
at Camp Holabird, in experiments 
and tests extending over a year, 
the Marine Corps now proposes io 
further demonstrate the results 
obtained in the Army tests of the 
truck. 


Automotive engineers of the 


Army who have conducted the six 
wheel research and experiment 
work assert that the new vehicle 
can be stopped in one-half the dis- 
tance of the four-wheel vehicles in 
use by the Quartermaster Corps; 
that it Is capable of carrying 
greater loads, at a higher rate of 
speed, and with a road impact on- 
ly twenty-five per cent of that of 
a four-wheel, solid tired truck of 
similar 
capacity 
and 
weight. 


Greater speed and braking capa- 
city of the six-wheeler, say the 
army authorities, would in actual 
practice at least double the capa- 
city of highways when using a 
train of vehicles of this type, as 
compared with a train of four- 
wheelers in general army use. 


More than 3,000 Marines will 


take part in the maneuvers, and 
a large truck train will be requir- 
ed to transport the mass of impe- 
dimenta. In this train will be the 
six-wheeler. 


The six-wheeler Is capable of 


speeds as high as 45 miles an hour 
and the manner in which load and 
road impact are distributed over 
the six wheels results in a corres- 
ponding increase in comfort and 
reduction In wear and tear on the 
vehicle.

SHOULD PICK 'EM YOUNG 


AND TREAT THEM ROUGH 


Famous Recipe for Wife Selection Also Recom- 


mended for Home Color Schemes.

One of our present day comedians 


was asked how to tram a wife, and 
his answer was, "Pick 'em young, 
reat 'em rough, and tell 'em noth- 
ng:" 


His sage advice might well be 


'ollowed by the housewife in select- 
ng the color schemes for her home. 
She should select her color scheme 
'or each room before a single color 
has been pqt into it, she should 
sternly thrust aside any discordant 
notes, and she should listen to no 
comments, advice or suggestions 
on how Mrs So-and-so made such 
a beautiful room 1 The room is her 
very own, and It should be deco- 
rated in a manner pleasing and 
agreeable to herself. 


If she has no particular prefer- 


ence as to color, and is able to start 
decorating her room from the very 
>eginnlng, then sne should adhere 
to the standard rules of interior 
decorations concerning warm and 
cool colors. Green, blue and violet, 
:he cool colors, are the best colors 
:or the rooms on the south side of 


e home, with orange, yellow and 


red the warm colors in the rooms 
on the north. Of course, this aoes 
not mean thfft she should use the 
vivid 'shades -which the names call 
;o mind, but t&e toned-down or neu- 
tralized tints of the colors. In the 
rooms (?n the east and west of the 
lome the colors should be chosen 
according to the hours the rooms 
are used. For instance, the dining 
room on the west should have cool 
colors to make the summer evening 
dinners more agreeable. But even 
n using the warm eolors In a room, 
it Is good to put in a hint of a 
cool color, and a bit of warm color 
n a room where cool colors pre- 
dominate.

It 
does not entirely dim the glory of 
the chintz to those*on the inside 
of the room, but it does not display 
the decorations to the passer by so 
plainly. 


If the sun room must be placed 


at a corner where the sun doesn't 
have a very good chance to shine 
In, it la a good plan to use colored 
glass curtains in yellow, orange, 
corn-color or some other tint of yel- 
low which will provide perpetual 
sunshine during the day. Over- 


are fawn, ivory, pale gray, ashes of 
roses, light tan, ecru and cream. 
These are not, however, the only 
colors that can be used for the 
walls. If the housewife has a de- 
cided preference for a color, and 
knows it makes a most becoming 
background to herself, then she 
should have that color on her walls. 
It isn't good taste, however, to have 
a decidedly vivid shade of any color 
on the wall; the larger the surface, 
the more neutral the color should 
be. The best example of neutral- 
izing a color Is placing a drop of 
red ink in a spoonful of water. The 
liquid Is much less vivid than the 
ink. If this, in turn, is placed in 
a glass of water, the color is toned 
down until there Is only a sugges- 
tion of pink. Violet, blue, green 
and orange^can be toned down in 
the same way, and the housewife 
who wants any of these colors 
should select the neutralized tint, if 
the room be small, mottled perhaps 
with a more vivid tone of the same 
color. 


Vivid Colors Reduce Sire. 


If the room is large, she may 


use a more vivid color and perhaps 
a striking design, for that serves to 
bring the walls of the room closer 
together, apparently, and relieves 
the barrenness which a large room 
often suggests. 


The game thing applies to rugs 


in the room—the plain or mottled 
rug apparently adds whole feet to 
the size of the room, while the rug 
with the strong design or figure de- 
creases the apparent size. The rug 
should be darker than the walls, 
for the darker tone apparently 
gives a firm, substantial foundation 
upon which the furniture may 
stand, while the walls should re- 
flect the light and make the room 
more cheerful. The ceiling should 
be lightest of all, and except in the 
very large room, it should be per- 
fectly plain. In the extremely large 
room, however, It may be decorated 
with a design or lines of neutralized 
colors. 


For tie simple, homey room, I 


would recommend plain light cell- 
ing, light mottled walls, and a dark 
rug, plain, mottled or covered with 
a small all-over design, as the most 
satisfactory background. The fur- 
niture should have a pleasing va- 
riety, some pieces upholstered all 
over with plain fabrics; some hav- 
ing cushions and padded backs of 
a distinct, vivid design, in a color 
contrasting or harmonizing with the 
background tints, and lamps, cur- 
tains and accessories of bright, 
cheerful colors to give life and in- 
terest to the room. 


Choosing the Furniture. 


The choice of furniture to go 


with the background Is not so easily 
accomplished as It sounds. It In- 
volves a pretty study of the science 
of color and colfr harmony. The 
simplest color harmony is a mono- 
tone, in which different tones of 
the same color prevail throughout 
the room, as tan, gold and brown 
Such a color scheme Is good, but 
monotonous. 


A slightly more complicated, but 


the great favorite for the average 
home, is a complementary harmony. 
The housewife should remember 
that all colors can be traced back 
to the sir colors of the spectrum, 
and memorize the pairs of comple- 
ments which they comprise. They 
are Ked and Green, Purple and 
Yellow, Blue and Orange, and any 
time a housewife uses one of these 
couples In her room decoration, she 
can defy the world to find any 
fault with it The neutralized tones 
form a harmony as complete as the 
stronger shades, so the more deli- 
cate tones can be used instead of 
the vivid ones. Another point to 
remember is that two complemen-

Care must be taken in furnishing 


the sun room with colors that will 
not fade—fadeless rags, fadeless 
fabrics and undlmmlng paints must 
be used to maintain the appearance 
of this vastlj Important room.

In a room where the furniture 


Is varied and unrelated, witn the 
walls, rug and curtains apparently 
trying to follow out Individual color 
schemes, the housewife who awak- 
ens to a need of a more harmonious 
color scheme may make the most 
of a limited budget by Improving 
the walls and curtains. 
There 


should be gome factor for deciding 
upon the color scheme. It may be 
a beautiful chair; it may be a 
davenport, or It may be a rug. The 
walls may be tinted a light color, 
mottled with a neutralized tint of 
the same color as the chosen item, 
and the curtains the complementary 
color. The room will take on an

Then 
piece by piece, the hodgepodge may 
be eliminated until the room be- 
comes a bit of perfection in color 
harmony. 


WINDOW DRAPES SHOULD 


WARM AND SOFTEN LIGHT 


Their Duties Can Be Compared 


With Those of Lamps. 


Window draperies should serve 


the same purpose as lamp shades, 
softening the light and giving It 
a warm glow if it Is a cold, north- 
ern light, or neutralizing It if it 
contains too much sun. 


If there Is a pleasing vista from 


your window there Is absolutely no 
justification In hiding it with dra- 
peries. 
An open net on rings, 


easily drawn aside, will soften the 
light if necessary. 
One of the 


first principles of art Is that good 
decoration never interferes with 
use, and this Is nowhere more ex- 
cellently exemplified than in the 
matter of curtaining our windows. 


However, window draperies when 


used should add Interesting color 
spots to the room. Often the color 
of the window hangings determines 
the color scheme of the room, and 
because it does this the window 
group is the focal point of Interest 
in that room. In such a case it Is 
necessary that every part of this 
group be correct in color and de- 
tail. The color relation of the va- 
lance and the side drapes, as well

My little home Is rather Colonial 


in Its furniture, for I have three 
rush-seat Windsors, and of course 
my secretary, with Its broken pedi- 
ment top, which makes such a 
charming shadow against the tinted 
walls, during the long evening fire- 
light hours. I find, by the way, 
that shadows make a room really 
Interesting and that Is one reason 
that we burn four candles and only 
our cretonne-shaded lamp. As we 
sat there one night, watching the 
lights across the river in Marin 
county, our little fire blazed up and 
cast the most colorful shadows on 
the tilt-top table, standing In the 
corner, tilted. Its dark wood was 
almost like a mirror, and the raised 
edge, curly and delicately designed 
(from whence it gets its name, 
"Pie-crust table"), added deeper 
little shadows that were interesting. 


Balancing Tall Pieces. 


And also, this Is a point to be 


mentioned for those who possess 
ta'l pieces of furniture: do not put 
them all on one side of your room. 
Balance the room by creating tall 
silhouettes on each side. My win- 
dows, for example, balance my fire- 
place with its over-mantel panel of 
a piece of an old-fashioned sam- 
pler, done in rich blues, reds and 
wonderful purplish tones, and bal- 
anced on each side with pieces of 
polished brass I found in an old 
fisherman's supply store In roman- 
tic Monterey, where Spain still lin- 
gers in California. My secretary is 
oaianced by a tall gable-shaped 
mahogany clock, which I keep on a 
shelf, home-made, with a cabinet 
Vlctrola under it. This group on 
mv fourth wall Is simple but effec- 
tively uses the space there. 


Our little room needs so many 


things, but it is fun to plan for 
them, and soon the only thing I will 
need will be little Lucy's book, in 
which she wishes she were poor.

designs, are extremely common,

BANISH THE ICE MAN 


Miniature Plants That Will Offer 


Economy to Average Families. 


Is the Iceman to be turned out 


into the cold? 


Will modern science supplant 


"the Jolly old Iceman who tracks 
up the floor," eventually equipping 
each home with an automatic re- 
frigerating machine designed for do- 
mestic purposes? 


The natural and artificial Icemen 


deny that they are at all perturbed, 
but nevertheless, progress In the 
efficiency and economy of the chem- 
ically operated apparatus Is con- 
tinually being reported. 
In a re- 


cent bulletin the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has re- 
vived the possibilities of chemical 
refrigeration as It touches upon 
the average home. 


"A miniature refrigeration plant 


for use In the home must be strictly 
automatic, foolproof, and designed 
to operate without any attention, ex- 
cept occasional oiling," the bulletin 
says, "Equipment that would meet

these requirements was In the ex- 
perimental stage for a number of 
years, each year bringing nearer 
realization a machine that a manu- 
facturer could offer to the public 
and give with It a positive £uar- 
antte that It will operate satisfac- 
ly.' 


Low Pressure Process. 


The high pressure required for 


Iquid ammonia and liquid carbon 
dioxide, extensively used hi cold- 
storage plants, made their use Im- 
practical In the home. The lower 
pressure under which ethyl chloride 
and sulphur dioxide may be con- 
certed from the gaseous to the 
iquid state—the process necessary 
for refrigeration—offered the solu- 
tion, 


The plant Is designed to maintain 


a lower and more uniform temper- 
ature In the average-size icebox or 
refrigerator than can be obtained 
with ice, and at the same time keep 
the air dry. 
The machines are 


built for installation in any well- 
constructed icebox. 


A brine tank, and with some out- 


3ts, a copper pipe coll, Is placed 
in the compartment designed for 
ice. 
The tank IB then filled with 


a solution of calcium chloride, in 
which the expansion colls are Im- 
mersed, The compressor Is driven 


an electric motor of one-fourth 


horsepower, and a thermostat In- 
side the Icebox starts or stops it, de- 
pending upon the degree of temper- 
ature, 


The Average Cost Is Low. 


The average cost of operation of 


a plant of this a plant of this kind 
is about $2.50 per month.

A lighting fixture over each 
picture, made especially for this 
purpose and obtainable at lamp 
shups, does much to bring out tha 
beauty of paintings, by making 
more vivid the colorings of tha 
canvas. 


Etchings Evidence of Culture. 
It is safe to say that when oaa 


or more oil paintings are hung la 
a room, there should not be pic- 
tures • of another medium in tha 
room—at least not in that part ol 
the wall on which hang the paint* 
ings. 
Etchings and other fina 


prints may be hung in any room ol 
luxurious furnishings, if the nfleM 
of harmony and consistency ara 
followed. The taste for fine etch- 
ings is Indicative of one of culture 
and discernment, and tha soft 
tones of these prints make them 
appropriate as decorative pi 
in almost any color schema of 
room. 


An etching or engraving should 


be framed with a mat as wide aa 
the margin of the sheet on which 
the plate Is printed, and never 
should the margin be cut within 
the plate-line. The artist, in print- 
ing, has selected the width of mar- 
gin that he feels is right for ha 
picture, and his tasta in this ig re- 
liable. 


The wise collector watche* the 


work of growing artists, both paint- 
ers and etchers. Not only does the 
collector thus have the Joy of using 
his own judgment and thus cultfc 
vatlng his own taste; but it is pos- 
sible to buy the work of the rising 
artist (often quite as valuable in 
an artistic way as that of tha es- 
tablished artists) at a figure quite 
within the means of one of mod- 
erate possessions.
